The Annual General Meeting of Booker Brothers McConnell 
and Company, Limited, was held on 30 December at 14, Trinity 
Square, E.C.3. 

Sir Alfred P. Sherlock (chairman and managing director) 
said that the profits amounted to £90,980, or nearly £14,000 
better than last year, which was very satisfactory. In fact, it 
was the best year they had had since 1928, when the profits 
amounted to slightly over £93,000, of which £63,800 represented 
dividend from their main subsidiary, whereas in the present 
aceounts they had only received £35,000 from their sugar com- 
pany, while the general business had yielded nearly £56,000. 
Their Demerara branch was responsible for most of the year’s 
increased profit. 

The sugar crop of the colony had been well maintained and, 
although prices were very low during 1936, their main sub- 
sidiary had been able to pay a 5 per cent. dividend and add to 
its reserves. The reserves of Bookers Demerara Sugar Estates, 
Limited, now amounted to approximately £110,000. 

There was no great change to report in the statistical position 
of sugar, and the outstanding event during the year had been 
the signing of the International Sugar Agreement, by which the 
output of sugar had been restricted. The one biz advantage 
they derived from the agreement was that they now knew where 
they were as regarded preference for five years. 

The balance-sheet showed that the company was in a strong 
position. Their reserves, excluding reserve against goodwill 
and the staff superannuation reserve, now amounted to approxi- 
mately £300,000, including the carry-forward—rather more than 
their total issued ordinary capital. Resolutions would be sub- 
mitted authorising £165,000 out of the company’s reserves being 
issued as a bonus to the ordinary shareholders in the proportion 
of three new shares for every five now held. 

With regard to future prospects, he saw no reason to think 
that the profits would be less next year. He was convinced that 
shareholders wanted a regular dividend, and the board would do 
their utmost to maintain 10 per cent. as the standard rate in 
future. 

The report was unanimously adopted, the payments of the 
final dividend of 5 per cent. and bonus of 5 per cent., making 
15 per cent. for the year, were confirmed and the share bonus 
was approved. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN NOVEMBER 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during November 1937 with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival was 7,639,000 tons, and represented an 
increase compared with November 1936 of 603,000 
tons, or 86 per cent. Increases were recorded for 
half the trading areas specified in the returns, the 
largest being for ‘“‘ North America—Atlantic Coast,’’ 
‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ and ‘“‘ East Africa, 
Persian Gulf, India’’ ; the only decreases of impor- 
tance were in respect of tonnage arriving from 
‘* Eastern Asia and Islands in the Pacific ’’ and 
‘* Central and Eastern Mediterranean Countries.’’ 
Except for Dutch vessels, which showed a small de- 
crease of 19,000 tons (6 per cent.), the tonnage re- 
corded for each of the principal nationalities was 
greater than in November 1936, more than one-half of 
the total net increase being in British tonnage, which 
rose by 336,000 tons or 8 per cent. Increases of 
127,000 tons (53 per cent.) and 76,000 tons (26 per 
cent.), respectively, were recorded for Norwegian and 
United States vessels; the tonnage of vessels of 
“Other Nationalities ’’ was greater by 64,000 tons 
(5 per cent.), notwithstanding large proportionate 
decreases of 40,000 tons and 30,000 tons, respectively, 
in Spanish and Japanese tonnage. About 60 per cent. 
of the total net tonnage that arrived with cargo was 
British in both November 1937 and November 1936. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
the month at any port in the United Kingdom without 
cargo for discharge at that port (recorded as arriving 
in ballast) was 2,592,000 tons, or 60,000 tons (2°4 per 
cent.) more than a year earlier. British tonnage in- 
creased by 86,000 tons (5 per cent.), Dutch by 36,000 
tons (35 per cent.) and French by 28,000 tons (15 per 
cent.), while there was a decrease of 29,000 tons (13 
per cent.) in German tonnage. For vessels of ‘‘ Other 
Nationalities ’’ there was a decline of 49,000 tons 
(16 per cent.), principally in Danish and Japanese ton- 
nage. The British share of the total net tonnage that 





arrived in ballast rose from 62 per cent. in November | 
1936 to 64 per cent. in November 1937, while of the | 


total British arrivals with cargo and in ballast the 
proportion in ballast was the same (27 per cent.) in 
both months. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during November 1937 from ports 
at which they had loaded cargo for abroad was 
5,742,000 tons and exceeded the total for November 
1936 by 307,000 tons, or 5-6 per cent. There were in- 
creases in the tonnage that departed with cargo for the 
majority of the trading areas, the largest being in re- 
spect of ‘‘Central and Eastern Mediterranean Coun- 
tries."’ This increase was mainly due to exports of 
coal to Italy, which were nil in November 1936. A sub- 
stantial increase was also recorded for ‘‘ North America 
—Atlantic Coast,’’ while there were no important de- 
creases. As in the case of vessels arriving with cargo, 
the greater part of the increase in the departures was 
in British tonnage, which was higher by 179,000 tons, 
or 5 per cent. Except for German tonnage, which de- 
clined by 16,000 tons (5 per cent.), all the principal 
foreign nationalities showed increases, the largest 
(36,000 tons, or 16 per cent.) being for Norwegian 
vessels. There was also an increase (51,000 tons, or 
7 per cent.) in respect of vessels of ‘‘ Other Nationali- 
ties,’’ notwithstanding large proportionate decreases 
of 41,000 tons and 24,000 tons, respectively, in Spanish 
and Japanese tonnage. The British share of the total 
net tonnage that departed with cargo was 634 per 
cent, in November 1937, as against 64 per cent. a year 
earlier. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad (re- 
corded as departing in ballast) amounted during the 
month to 4,074,000 tons, or 220,000 tons (5:7 per cent.) 
more than in November 1936. The tonnage under each 
of the principal flags was greater than:a year earlier, 
but for ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’’ there was a decrease of 
40,000 tons (6 per cent.), principally owing to a decline 
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of 57,000 tons (41 per cent.) in Greek tonnage. One- 
half of the total net increase was in British tonnage, 
which rose by 110,000 tons (5 per cent.), while for 
Norwegian and United States vessels there were in- 
creases Of 52,000 tons (18 per cent.) and 51,000 tons 
35 per cent.), respectively. The British proportion 
of the total net tonnage that departed in ballast was 
about 55 per cent. in both November 1937 and Novem- 
ber 1936, and of the total! British tonnage that departed, 
the proportion in ballast remained unchanged at 38 
per cent. 


Movement at Chief Ports.—Particulars of the 
arrivals and departures in the foreign trade at the chief 
ports in the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 
nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 6. The

There was a considerable expansion in shipping 
activity at most of the chief ports in November. An 
all-round increase, principally in British tonnage, was 
recorded at Liverpool; the substantial rise in the 
tonnage arriving with cargo and departing in ballast at 
Plymouth related largely to passenger liners. 


Coasting Trade.—There was an all-round increase in 
the coasting trade in November as compared with a 
year earlier, the net tonnage of the arrivals and 
departures with cargo increasing by 102,000 tons (4:7 
per cent.) and 176,000 tons (8-1 per cent.), respec- 
tively, and the arrivals and departures in ballast by 
56,000 tons (2:2 per cent.) and 69,000 tons (2:8 per

THE IRON AND STEEL INDUSTRY IN 1937 
EXPANSION IN TERMS OF OUTPUT AND EARNINGS 


The following statement has been received from the 


British Iron and Steel Federation :— 

Figures now available indicate that the British steel 
industry is at present equipped to produce, and is pro- 
ducing, at an annual rate far in excess of 1929 or of 
ny previous year. 

The output of steel ingots and eastings for 1937 
is 12,900,000 tons, representing a stepping-up by 
3,000,000 tons in the last two years, and comparing 
with 9,600,000 tons in 1929, 

"he process of serapping and reconstructing the 
older plant and of extending large-scale integrated 
works has been proceeding rapidly over the past few 
years. 

Since the beginning of 1936 work has_ been 
accelerated in accordance with the unusually sudden 
up-swing in the demand for steel, and new furnaces 
have in practice become available rather faster than 
have supplies of the necessary raw materials.

At the year’s end the aggregate steel furnace 
capacity of this country stands at 13,500,000 tons per 
annum, which compares with 12,750,000 tons at 
the end of 1936, and approximately 11,000,000 
tons at the end of 1929. All existing furnaces are pro- 
ducing to the maximum limit. 

It is now estimated that the industry has spent 
£20,000,000 in new and reconstructed furnaces, mills, 
etc., in the two years ended to date. In 1929 new 
capital expenditure was £2,300,000. 

The industry’s programme of re-equipment is not 
yet complete. Work is proceeding on large projects in 
South Wales, on the Clyde, in Lincolnshire and else- 
where, and these, it is estimated, will involve further 
expenditure of over £10,000,000 in the course of 1938. 

By the end of the year steel-making capacity will 
have been further enlarged to rather more than 
14,000,000 tons per annum. 

Noteworthy features of the industry in its expanded 
lay-out will be:—Larger pig iron capacity at steel- 
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works, increasing use of home-produced ores through 
the basic open-hearth and the basic Bessemer pro- 
cesses, a big increase in the number of steelmakers’ 
own coke ovens and the development of rolling-mill 
practice. 


Record activity has involved a record volume of 


earnings in respect of iron and steel workers. It is 
estimated that the total earnings paid in 1937 
amounted to £49,000,000, which compared with

IMPORTS OF HAM AND BACON IN 
AIRTIGHT CONTAINERS 


A Report from the Import Duties Advisory Com- 
mittee dated 5 March 1936, recommending increased 
duties on ham and bacon preserved in airtight con- 
tainers, has been published by H.M. Stationery Office 
as Cmd, 5633. 

Since the Report was received His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have had under discussion with the representa- 
tives of the principal foreign supplying countries the 
question of the imports of ham and bacon preserved 
in airtight containers into the United Kingdom. As 
a result of these discussions, arrangements have been 
made for reducing the exports to this country to a level 
that should enable United Kingdom manufacturers to 
secure a satisfactory share of the home market. 


In these circumstances it has been decided not to 
give effect, for the present, to the recommendations of 
the Import Duties Advisory Committee, provided that 
the voluntary arrangements for the limitation of 
exports to the United Kingdom operate satisfactorily. 


IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
CELLULOID DOLLS AND RATTLES 


The Additional Import Duties (No. 11) Order, 1937 
(S.R. & O., 1937, No. 1151), issued by the Treasury 
on the recommendation of the Import Duties Advisory 
Committee, imposes Customs duties of 2s. 6d. per lb., 
or 25 per cent. ad valorem (whichever is the greater), 
on certain celluoid dolls and parts thereof, and 1s. 6d. 
per lb., or 25 per cent., on celluloid rattles. Celluloid 
dolls not exceeding 7} inches in length, as also clock- 
work dolls, are unaffected by the Order. 


The Order took effect from 81 December 1937. 
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In their Recommendation the Committee indicate 
that the production of celluloid dolls and rattles has 
made some progress in this country, but the home 
manufacturers are now finding great difficulty in com- 
peting against low-priced imports from a new source.

COTTON VELVETS 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Additional 
Import Duties (No. 12) Order, 1937 (S.R. & O., 1987, 
No. 1174), which renews the existing specific duty of 
10d. per square yard on certain cotton velvets for a 
further period of one year. 

In their Report the Committee state that low-priced 
foreign velvets are still on offer. Since the duty was 
imposed in July 1936 appreciable progress has been 
made towards closer co-operation between the various 
sections of the industry, and the Committee anticipate 
that the continuance and extension of these arrange- 
ments will result both in more orderly marketing and 
in more economic production.

EXAMINATION OF ENGINEERS IN THE 
MERCANTILE MARINE 


The Report of the Departmental Committee on 
Examinations of Engineers in the Mercantile Marine, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Maurice Gibb, which 
was appointed on 6 January 1937 by the President of 
the Board of Trade, has now been published by H.M. 
Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2. (Price 1s. net, 1s. 2d. post free.) 

The terms of reference of the Committee were as 
follows :— 

‘*To consider the present system under which candi- 
dates for Certificates as Engineers in merchant ships 
are examined by the Board of Trade, and to advise 
whether any, and, if so, what alterations are required 
in the system ups: r which the examinations are con- 
ducted, or in the qualifications of candidates, or in the 
subjects in which the candidates are exumined.”’ 


The Committee have taken evidence from all 
branches of the industry concerned and have witnessed 
the conduct of the examinations and interviewed a 
number of candidates. They have found that the 
standard of the examinations is an appropriate one and 
should not be lowered, but they have made a number 
of proposals which should, in their view, make the 
examinations more suitable for the testing of engineers 
responsible for the operation and maintenance of 
marine engines and bring them more into line with the 
increasing tendency in modern education towards the 
avoidance of unnecessary examinations. 

The Report is unanimous, but two members have 
made a reservation on that part which deals with the 
period of qualifying sea service. The Report is now 
being considered by the Board of Trade. 


GALLANTRY AT SEA 

BOARD OF TRADE RECOGNITION 
The Board of Trade has awarded a binocular. glass 
to George Colin Thomson, master of the s.s. 
‘* Pibroch,’’ in recognition of the initiative and sea- 
manship displayed by him in connection with the 
rescue of the crew of the s.t. ‘‘ Luneda ’’ when that 
vessel stranded off Islay on 9 February 1937. 


At 4.10 a.m. on 9 February 1937 the s.t. ‘‘ Luneda,’’ with 
a crew of twelve, stranded off Islay while on a voyage from 
Fleetwood to the Faroes Fishing Grounds. Distress signals 
were made and at 4.45 a.m. the ‘‘ Luneda ”’ was abandoned. 
About 8 a.m. the master of the ‘‘ Pibroch’’ saw the 
abandoned vessel. He assumed that the crew had got away 
in a lifeboat, and decided that as it would be practically 
impossible in the prevailing sea and weather conditions 
for a lifeboat to remain afloat in the vicinity of the wreck, 
the boat was probably further out to sea. He therefore 
immediately steamed seawards, and he found the lifeboat 
two or three miles offshore. The crew of the lifeboat, who 
were nearly exhausted, were picked up and landed at 
Ardbeg. 

The accurate appreciation made by the master of the s.s. 
‘*Pibroch ’’ of the probabilities of the position was par- 
ticularly praiseworthy. His judgment, initiative and sea- 
manship were undoubtedly the means of saving the lives 
of the crew of the ‘‘ Luneda.”’ 

Mr. Thomson, his officers and crew have also been thanked 
for services rendered in connection with the rescue of the 
crew of the s.t. ‘‘ San Sebastian ’’ when that vessel stranded 
off Islay on 10 January 1937. 
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IRELAND 


Following the public statement made by His 
Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom

PALESTINE 
FOREIGN TRADE IN OCTOBER 1937 


According to the Monthly Trade Bulletin, No. 10, 1937, 
published by the Office of Statistics, Jerusalem, imports of 
merchandise for consumption totalled £P.1 432,298 in 
October last, as compared with £P.1,185,694 in September 
1937 and £P.1,143,721 in October 1936. Imports in October 
1937 were therefore slightly below those in October 1936, 
by £P.11,423, or 08 per cent. They were, also, below the 
corresponding figure for October 1935 by £P. 292,137, or 
16-9 per cent. 

As compared with September 1937, imports increased by 
£P.246,604, or 20-8 per cent. Imports of raw materials were 
twice as much as those in September 1937, and imports of 
food, drink and tobacco and of manufactured articles were 
higher by 8:3 per cent. and 15:1 per cent., respectively. 


EXPORTS AND TRANSIT TRADE 

Exports of merchandise of domestic produce in October 
1937 totalled £P.226,162, as compared with £P.147,341 in 
the previous month and £P.128,661 in October 1936. Exports 
in the month under review were therefore larger by 
£P.97,501, or 75:8 per cent., than in October 1936. They 
also surpass the 1935 figure for October of £P.114,481 by 
£P.111,681, or 97-6 per cent. The increase in exports over 
October 1936 is chiefly due to the rises shown in parenthesis 
in exports of wheat (£P.5,154); maize (£P.21,213); rice 
(£P.4,420) ; grapefruit (£P.21,248) ; edible oils (£P.14,346) ; 
cakes of oilseeds (£P.5,051); and sesame (£P.8,292). 

As compared with September 1937 exports of food, drink 
and tobacco advanced chiefly owing to the rise in exports 
of grapefruit, while shipments of raw materials and articles 
mainly unmanufactured and of wholly or mainly manufac- 
tured articles decreased by £P.2,159, or 6:2 per cent., and 
£P.7,685, or 14:3 per cent., respectively. 

Re-exports in October 1937 of goods previously recorded 
as imports were valued at £P.31,478, as against £P.49,016 
in the previous month and £P.75,465 in October 1936. 

Re-exports from bond totalled £P.11,963 in October 1937, 
as compared with £P.12,239 in September and £P.9,044 in 
October 1936. 

The value of transit trade, exclusive of Iraq Petroleum 
Company’s crude oil, totalled £P.95,932 in October 1937, as 
against £P.64,493 in the previous month and £P.50,290 in 
October 1936. 

Crude oil in transit from Iraq via Haifa totalled 211,600 
tons in October 1937, as compared with 219,084 tons in 
September 1937 and 127,577 tons in October 1936.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


Christmas buying was in good volume; retail trade was 
9 to 30 per cent. above the week before and 2 to 10 per cent. 
above a year ago. 

The Guaranty Trust Company’s business index for Novem- 
ber was 81-1 against 87-3 for October and 92-3 a year earlier. 
The wholesale price index on 15 December was 67-4 against 
69-5 the month earlier and 80-6 a year earlier. 

Privately financed construction contracts in November 
were 15 per cent. below October and 5 per cent. below a year 
ago, the current decline being somewhat greater than 
seasonal. Public construction was 20 per cent. above October, 
reversing the declining trend since July. 

Automobile production in November was smaller than a 
year and two years ago and the gain above October was also 
smaller than in the two years preceding when the October 
output was unusually heavy. 

Steel operations have shown an improvement in orders 
here and there and enquiries have been more widespread. 
Improvement is hoped for in January as, consumer stocks 
in many instances being below normal, replenishments are 
anticipated soon. The industry also anticipates a better 
labour situation next year. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended 25 December was 83-2 against 
83-9 the week before and 84-9 two weeks before.—Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York (London Office).

PROTECTORATE 


CUSTOMS AGREEMENT 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of a new Customs 
Agreement between Southern Rhodesia and Bechuanaland 
Protectorate, which supersedes, as from 1 October 1937, the 
Agreement which came into force on 1 July 1930. 

The new Agreement is on similar lines to the former 
Agreement and provides for a free exchange of products and 
manufactures of either of the contracting parties, subject 
to certain adjustments in the case of ale, beer, stout, cider 
and perry, sugar, cigarettes, cigarette tobacco, matches and 
playing cards.

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ECUADOR—BELGIUM 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Ecuadorian ‘‘ Registro Oficial ’’ of 23 October 1937 
contains the text of an Additional Protocol to the Treaty of 
Friendship, Commerce and Navigation of 5 March 1837 
between Ecuador and Belgium. 


The Protocol, which was signed at Quito on 19 October 
1937, provides for reciprocal most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment as regards Customs duties, charges and formalities, 
exchange control, quotas, licences, prohibitions and restric. 
tions. 


The Ecuadorian Government undertakes to extend to 
Belgian goods the benefits of the Preferential Tariff pro- 
vided that the balance of trade remains favourable to 
Ecuador. 


The Belgian Government undertakes to allow the importa- 
tion free of Customs duty of certain hats of toquilla straw 
(Carludovica Palmata), a product of the palm tree Cyclan- 
tacea. (Particulars of this duty reduction were published 
in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 9 December 1987, 
page 765.) 

The Protocol enters into force definitively fifteen days 
after the exchange of ratifications, but is subject to pro- 
visional enforcement fifteen days after the date of signature. 
lt remains in force as long as the Treaty of Friendship, 
Commerce and Navigation, but can be denounced at any 
time subject to four months’ notice. 


FRANCE—ESTONIA 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION AND PAYMENTS 
AGREEMENT 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 28 November contains 
a Decree of 26 November which provides for the provisional 
upplication as from 1 December of a Commercial Convention 
between France (including Algeria) and Estonia signed on 
16 October, to replace the previous Commercial Convention 
of 15 March 1929 and subsequent arrangements between the 
two countries. The Convention will enter into force de- 
finitively fifteen days after the exchange of ratifications. 
It is subject to denunciation at six months’ notice during 
the first year of definitive operation, and at three months’ 
notice thereafter. 


The foilowing is a summary of the more important provi- 
Yonvention : - 

Minimum tariff and most-favoured-nation treatment is 
to be granted to certain Estonian goods on importation into 
France. In addition, the French duties on a few Estonian 
goods are consolidated ; the goods benefiting from this pro- 
vision include raw hides, raw flax, cellulose pulp, starch, 
certain chair parts and other timber wares. 


sions of the 


Kstonia accords minimum tariff and most-favoured-nation 
treatment to French goods on importation into Estonia, and 
agrees to the consolidation of the Estonian Customs duties 
on a number of French products, including certain glass- 
wares, soaps, tanning extracts, agricultural machinery, 
wines and spirits, sardines and cosmetics. 


The benefits of the consolidations of French Customs 
duties and of some of the consolidations of Estonian Cus- 
toms duties included in the Convention may be denounced 
at fifteen days’ notice, but the other party may then demand 
the opening of negotiations in order to provide for suitable 
compensation. 


The two countries grant reciprocal most-favoured-nation 
treatment as regards export duties and taxes, Customs 
formalities and taxes relating thereto. Exceptions to most- 
favoured-nation treatment include frontier traffic; preferen- 
tial treatment granted by Estonia to Finland, Latvia, 
Lithuania and the Soviet Union; preferential treatment 
between France, Tunis and the French Colonies; preferen- 
tial treatment accorded by France to Morocco and to terri- 
tories under French mandate; measures relating to double 
taxation; and special arrangements concluded on the recom- 
mendations of the Stresa Conference. 


There is to be national treatment as regards internal 
taxes. The Convention also contains provisions relating to 
import and export prohibitions, certificates of origin, pre- 
vention of unfair competition, the protection of geographical 
names, commercial travellers and samples, establishment 
and the exercise of trade and industry, companies, and 
navigation.

FRANCE—ESTONIA—Continued 


Estonian goods imported into French colonies having the 
same Customs Tariff as France are to receive Minimum 
Tariff treatment. On importation into French colonies hav- 
ing . separate Customs Tariff and into Tunis, Estonian 
goods are to be granted most-favoured-nation treatment. 


Goods originating in and coming from French colonies, 
protectorates and mandated territories are to receive most- 
favoured-nation treatment on importation into Estonia, 
and goods from French colonies having the same Customs 
Tariff as France are to benefit, in addition, from the con- 
solidations of duty provided for in the case of similar goods 
from France. 


PayMENTS AGREEMENT 


The same issue of the French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ con- 
tains a further Decree of 26 November, which provides for 
the application, as from 1 December, of a Payments Agree- 
ment between France and Estonia, also signed on 16 October. 
The Agreement, which may be denounced by either party 
at one month’s notice, abolishes the clearing between the 
two countries as from 30 November. After that date com- 
mercial payments are to be effected in free currency, subject 
to the currency regulations in force in Estonia. 


SWEDEN—URUGUAY 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION 


The Board of Trade are informed that a Commercial Con- 
vention between Sweden and Uruguay, signed at Monte- 
video on 13 August 1936, entered into force on 11 December 
1937, ratifications having been exchanged on 26 November 


1937. The Convention is concluded for one year, but may 
be prolonged indefinitely, subject to denunciation at three 
months’ notice. 


The Convention provides for reciprocal unconditional and 
unlimited most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of 
import and export duties, subsidiary charges, rules, formali- 
ties and Customs matters generally, and of navigation. 


The most-favoured-nation provisions of the Convention are 
not to apply to:—(1) Favours granted to neighbouring 
States to facilitate frontier traffic; (2) engagements result- 
ing from a Customs Union; favours granted by Uruguay to 
goods the produce or manufacture of Argentina, Bolivia, 
Brazil and Paraguay; favours granted by Sweden to Den- 
mark and/or Norway; and coasting trade.

By the Safeguarding of Industries (Exemption) No. 10 
Order, 1937, dated 16 December 1937, made by the Treasury 
under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, certain 
articles, a list of which was published in the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ of 23 December 1937 (pages 807-8), have 
been exempted from Key Industry duty imposed by Sec- 
tion 1 of the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 1921, as 
amended. 


The exemptions become operative in respect of goods of 
the specified descriptions entered with the Customs or 
delivered from bonded warehouse, as the case may be, on or 
after 1 January 1938, and remain in force for a period 
ending on 31 December 1938. 


Imported articles exempted from Key Industry duty 
under this Order may be chargeable with duty under the 
Import Duties Act, 1932.

An Open General Licence has been issued permitting the 
exportation from any port in Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland (including any aerodrome approved by the Secre-

yard and are not otherwise chargeable with duty.

RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTAS FOR 
INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 1 January contains a 
series of Orders, dated 31 December, fixing the quotas for 
the import of a number of industrial products into France 
during the period 1 January to 31 March. Owing to the 
late receipt of the ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ it is only possible 
to publish particulars of the quotas on certain articles in 
this issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal.’’ Details relat- 
ing to the remainder will appear in next week’s issue, and 
in the meantime persons interested can obtain information 
concerning the quotas on such goods from the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 


It should be noted that the provisional quotas on rayon 
tissues (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 22 July, page 
131, and 16 December, page 798) have now been transformed 
into definitive quotas. The ‘* Journal Officiel ? announces 
that, as from 1 January, such goods may be admitted only 
under the cover of import certificates attesting that they 
are imported in accordance with the provisions of industrial 
agreements concluded with the supplying countries. In the 
case of United Kingdom rayon tissues these certificates are 
to be issued by the Manchester Chamber of Commerce.

SALES TAX 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 25 September 1930 (page 
381), the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ (Rome) of 29 November 
contains a Decree, dated 15 November and effective on 
30 November, containing important modifications to the 
Sales Tax as well as to the existing regulations governing 
registration, mortgage and stamp taxes. 

The Decree stabilises the normal rate of the sales tax at 
3 per cent. of the value or price of the exchange. The tax 
is now due on all transactions amounting to more than 
1 lira (hitherto transactions up to 10 lire have been exempt).

LITHUANIA 
IMPORTATION OF ANIMALS 


H.M. Consul at Kovno reports that a permit from the 
Minister of Agriculture is required for the importation into 
Lithuania of cloven-hoofed animals from European States in 
which during the second half of 1937 there has been 
cattle plague, foot-and-mouth disease, contagious cattle 
pneumonia or, in recent years, sheep small-pox, as well as for 
the importation of single-hoofed animals from States in 
which there has been in recent years horse ‘‘ Polyneuritis 
Infectiosa.”’ 


The import of cloven-hoofed animals from the United 
Kingdom is now prohibited except under special permit 
from the Lithuanian Minister of Agriculture. 


MEXICO 
DUTIES INCREASED ON CERTAIN CHEMICALS 


H.M. Consul-General at Mexico City reports that the 
Mexican “‘ Diario Oficial’? of 4 December 1937 contains a 
Decree which increases the Customs duties on hypochloride 
of calcium and on calcium chloride from 6 and 5 centavos, 
respectively, per kilog. gross to 25 centavos. Potassium 
and sodium hypochlorides have now been classified under 
Tariff No. 6-12-41 at a duty of 25 centavos per kilog. gross, 


NETHERLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS (RENEWALS) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that by virtue of various recent Decrees the 
restrictions on the importation of the following goods into 
the Netherlands have been prolonged for a further period 
of twelve months from 1 December 1937 :—

POLAND 


DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN 
SUNFLOWER SEEDS 


An Order, dated 30 November 1937, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, effective from 9 December 1937 to 
30 April 1938, provides that sunflower seeds, crushed, in 
the form of oileakes, for fodder (ex No. 24 [3] of the Polish 
Customs Tariff) may be imported into Poland free of duty, 
subject to a special permit being obtained from the Ministry 
of Finance. 


ROUMANIA 


CONSUMPTION TAX 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that a Customs 
Circular, No. 322,569, was issued on 1 December 1937, in 
accordance with which cotton waxcloth (Tariff No. 580 of 
the Import Tariff) is to be considered—for purposes of the 
calculation of the Consumption Tax—as containing more 
than 50 per cent. cotton. The Consumption Tax imposed, 
however, is to be only one-quarter of the legal tax for the 
respective cotton goods.

TURKEY 


GUSTOMS DUTIES ON WOOLLEN AND COTTON 
YARNS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul 
reports that a Notice, No, 8457/1990, has been published by 
the Ministry of Customs and Monopolies, relative to the 
classification of woollen and cotton yarns imported into 
Turkey under Items 103 and 371, respectively, of the 
Customs Tariff, and intended for retail sale. 

The Notice does not modify the existing procedure as 
regards yarns made up in forms which give rise to no diffi- 
culties of classification, such as balls and reels of thread 
and threads wound on cards, all of which, the Notice states, 
are plainly intended for retail sale by haberdashers. Its 
object is to clarify the position as regards hanks and skeins 
of yarn, and to lay down rules for distinguishing between 
those intended for retail sale and those intended for 
industrial uses. 

With this object in view the following definitions are 
given for the guidance of Customs officers :— 


(i.) As regards woollen yarns : 


The following will be considered as ‘‘ prepared for retail 
sale ’’’ and classed under Tariff Item No. 103 :— 


(a) All woollen yarns wound in balls or on reels (except 
those in forms used in factories). 

(b) All woollen yarns in small skeins which weigh less 
than 50 grammes each, whether the skeins are sub- 
divided or not. 

(c) All woollen yarns in large hanks which are subdivided 
into sections, when each section weighs less than 
50 grammes. It is immaterial whether the ties 
which divide the sections are knotted round each 
section, or whether they are merely passed through 
them all. 

The following will not be considered as prepared for retail 
sale, and will consequently be classed under Tariff Item 
No. 102 :— , 

Bundles of woollen yarns composed of hanks which weigh 

more than 50 grammes each, and large hanks without 
subdivisions, and weighing 50 grammes or more. 


(ii.) As regards cotton yarns : 

The following will be considered as ‘‘ prepared for retail 

sale’? and will be classed under Tariff Item No. 371 :— 

(a) All hanks of cotton yarns of two or more ends, twisted 
once, with the exception of those hanks of yarn 
usually obtained from the spinning-wheel. (Hanks 
of yarn obtained from the spinning-wheel are 
described as being ‘‘of the English system, with 
560 or 1,120 turns, each turn being a yard and 
a-half, or 13,714 metres long. The length of single 
yarn in such a hank is, therefore, 768 or 1,536 metres, 
that is to say, the length of one or two ‘ Schneller ’ 
hanks.’’) 

(b) Hanks of cotton yarn of five or six ends, twisted 
once, from No. 40 to No. 60 inclusive, with the 
exception of those hanks which are commonly used 
for embroidery. (Hanks of yarn for embroidery 
are defined as consisting of 666 turns of 2-3 metres 
each, giving a length of yarn in each hank on a 
singles basis of 1,532 metres.) 

(c) Bleached and cream-dyed or mercerised yarns, twisted 
two or more times, or obtained by twisting together 
three or more doubled yarns, which are used in 
houses for making net curtains, etc., with the excep- 
tion of such of these yarns as are made up in 
Schneller hanks of 560 turns. (It is explained that 
these yarns would normally be classed as fishing-net 
yarns, but that they are to be distinguished from 
fishing-net yarns by the fact that they are bleached, 
dyed and mercerised, whereas fishing-net yarns are 
unbleached and sometimes gassed.) 


Doubtful cases are to be referred, with samples, to the 
Directorate-General of Customs at Angora. 


URUGUAY 


REVISED TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS AND 
VALUATIONS FOR ARTICLES OF PORCELAIN 
AND EARTHENWARE 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Decree, 
dated October 20, published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial” of 
1 November which completely revises that part of the 
“ Ferreteria”’ Section of the Uruguayan Customs Tariff 
covering articles of porcelain, earthenware, etc. 


This measure follows the lines of a similar Decree, par-

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought.
